The  following  nine  lots  of  American  Indian  stone  tools  are  part  of  the  collection  of  Louis  H.  Schneider  Mr 
hchneider,  by  profession  was  a  Postal  letter  carrier,  but  became  one  of  Long  Island’s  important  amateur  historians 
and  archaeologists  specializing  specifically  in  the  archaeology  of  College  Point  and  Whitestone,  both  in  Queens 
New  York  City.  While  his  specialty  was  the  North  Shore  of  Queens,  his  collection  encompasses  items  from  a 
diversity  of  locations,  all  throughout  the  United  States.
